Colonlaf Asrents Confer With British 


Secretary of State. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—All of th 


colonial agents in London except tbe 
representatives of West and South 
Australia had a conference with Mr 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary o 
State for the Colonies, at tbe Colonia 
Office to-day, with tbe result that Mr 
Chamberlain agreed to appoint 
committee to arrange the details o 
the construction of the proposed Paci- 
fic cable. The Imperial Government 
Australia and Canada will each ap- 
point two delegates upon the com 
mission, which will proceed with its 
work as soon as possible. 


The representatives of Cape Colony 


and Natal were also present at the 
meeting and Mr. Chamberlain re- 
marked that tbe presence of tbb repre- 
sentatives of the colonies having no 
concern In the project in Its- present 
form was an evidence of solidarity 
and sympathy. 
He expressed tbe

prospect of remunerative return upon 
the capital required.

Governments should nominate dele- 
gates to the commission, whom tbe 
Imperial Government will confirm, 
as tbe commission will consider anc 
report upon the whole subject in al, 
its aspect.

WANT TREATY CHANGED. 


Hawaiian Sugar Planters Planning a 


Vigorous Fight Against Sugar Trust. 
The leading sugar planters of th 


Hawaiian I-lands are conferring with 
the intention of making a vigorou 
fight against the Sugar Trust. It 1, 
stated, apparently on good authority 
that they have voted to assess al 
planters to form a finking fund to 
carry on the fight. The assessment i 
to be one dollar a ton on every ton o 
sugar raised on the islands, bat as ye 
the iJ^reckels' interests have no 
agreed to the plan. 
The planters 
o'her than the Spreckelf, may deter- 
mine to move independently iu th 
matter. 


H. P. Baldwin, one of the larges 


planters In Hawaii, is interested in 
the struggle against the Trnat. Other 
planters now here are J. B. Atherton 
and Paul Isenberg. It is thought tba 
the first assessment will 
produce 


nearly $200.000, and probably the fund 
will be kept growing throughout the 
two and a half years the contract with 
the Sugar Trust has yet to run. Under 
the terms of ibis contract the Sugar 
Trust agreed to purchase the island 
sugar at the New York price on the 
day the packet reaches Ban Francisco 
minus a quarter of a cent a pound 
This quarter-cent goes to the Trust 
and it is the bone of contention be- 
tween the planters and refiners. 


Just what the planters intend to do 


witb their sinking fund is not slated. 
There is a rumor that they will threat 
en to build a refinery in Ban Francisco. 
They will be in a position to construct 
a rtfinery if they so desire. Another 
rumor is that the refining will be done 
on the Islands and the eugar shipped 
ready for the American market. At 
any rate, the planters will endeavor to 
get, that quarter cent. 


Under the reciprocity treaty which 


ban been once renewed, and which is 
now in force because neither Govern- 
ment has seen fit to give twelve 
months' notice of abrogation, sugar 
'rom Hawaii is admitted duty free, 
[n return almost all American goods 
are admitted duty free to Hawaii, and 
Pearl Harbor is a coaling station of the 
United States. The present ad valorem 
duty on sugar is so small that the Ha- 
waiian planters maintain their Gov- 
ernment gets the worst of the treaty 
arrangement.

Negotiating with Spreckeis. 


WANT MORE FAVORABLE TERMS 


If the Trust Refuses to Grant Conces- 


sions Asked for a Syndicate Is to be 
Formed to Handle Product of the 
Islands—Don't 
Want It 
Known 


The San Francisco Chronicle of the 


18th says: Three of the most promi- 
nent sugar planters and sugar mer- 
chants in the Hawaiian islands are in 
Ban Francisco on a mission which has 
for its object the securing of a re- 
newal of their contract with the sugar 
trust. According to the terms of this 
contract, which has been in vogue for 
several years, the sugar trust has been 
buying one-half the entire sugar crop 
of the Hawaiian islands at the price 
prevailing in New York, with certain 
commissions added. This contract is 
now about to expire, aud negotiations 
have been entered into with Claus 
Spreckeis, as the representative of the 
sugar trust on this Coast, for a re- 
newal of the same on terms aud con 
ditions more favorable to the plant- 
ers. It is understood that unless the 
planters get what they ask for, they 
will form a syndicate and handle the 
Hawaiian sugar crop themselves. 


The three gentlemen who have come 
to Ban Francisco to open negotiations 
witb the sugar trust are J. B. Ather- 
ton, H. P. Baldwin and C. M. Cooke 
Mr. Atherton is a member of the big 
Honolulu firm of Castle & Cooke, Mr 
Baldwin runs tbe biggest sugar plan 
tation in the world, and Mr. Cooke is 
a prominent millionaire of Honolulu 
,and a member of tbe firm of Lewer? 
& Cooke. 
They control over hal 


of the entire sugar output of the 
Hawaiian 
islands, the other 
hall 


being handled by W. G. Irwin A 
Co , Mr. Bpreckels' representatives in 
tbe island*. Their mission is thus 
one of magnitude and Importance. 
One-half of the entire sugar output ol 
the Hawaiian islands means a good 
large proportion of the total amount 
of sugar refined and consumed in the 
United States, and witb this amount 
of sugar at their disposal the delega- 
tion of Honolulu merchants now in 
this city con Id play bavoc with tne 
market prices by diverting their por- 
tion of the crop to other channels. • 


They are anxious, it is understood, 


to give the sugar to tbe trust, and! 
want a renewal of their contract for a 
period of five years,- but up to the 
present time they have failed to con- 
summate any arrangement with Mr. 
Spreckeis, owing to the inability of all 
parties concerned to agree on tbe very 
important item of commissions. Dor 
ing tbe past week or two there have 
been several conferences between the 
visitors from Honolulu and Claus 
Spreckeis, and telegraph lines be- 
tween here and the East have been 
kept hot with messages relating to 
the big sugar deal. Just how the 
negotiations will terminate Is not 
known, but it is thought that the 
matter will be settled one way or tbe 
other this week. The visitors from 
Honolulu have taken great pains to 
keep tbe nature of their mission a 
secret, and on this account have given 
jp their apartments at the Occidental 
Hotel, where they stayed for a few 
days after their arrival from the isl- 
and«, and have secluded tbemselve" 
n Oakland, coming to San Francisco 
only to talk 
business with 
Claus 
Spreckeis.

Account Is not taken of any other 
constituents wbicb are found In tbe 
organisms of plants. Therefore our 
attention will be given to the four ele 
meuts mentioned, and first in tbe 
order to Nitrogen 
This element is 


of tbe greatest moment to the life 
and growth of plants. It is a const!tu 
ent of tbe 
albuminoids, and these 


bodies compose in great measure the 
living protoplasmic fluid which is 
contained within and moves between 
the minute cells which form tbe inte- 
rior structure of plants. At this place 
Professor Maxwell went into an ex- 
haustive examination of tbe needs of 
tbe cane based upon tbe nature of tbe 
soils, which wau explained in bis re- 
port on soils to which attention was 
called yesterday. 
He shows tbat 


nitrogen is tbe "great want of our 
soils," and discusses that element as 
follows: 
Tue source of the organic nitrogen 
present in soils is not only a question 
of scientific interest, it may be made 
to involve tbe further practical sub- 
ject of green fertilization. Tbe cane 
grows by tbe multiplying of tbe cells 
by which it is constructed, and as 
these cells grow and new ones are 
formed by aid of the nitrogenous fluid 
which exists and moves within them, 
nitrogen is indispensable to tbe eco- 
nomy of its organism, and probabl} 
tbe element most vital to Its lite. 
The time of greatest growth, or cell 


production! is from the time of plant- 
lug up to tbe period when the caue 
gives its attention more exclusively 
to making and storing up sugar in its 
cells; consequently it is at tbe begin- 
ning, and during tbe early part of its 
life, tbat the cane demands nitrogen. 
Sugar fa composed exclusively of tbe 
elements cat boo, hydrogen and oxy- 
gen; therefore in tbe making of sugar 
by the nitrogen does not directly play 
any part. Asa matter of expeiience we 
know tbat excess of nitrogen prevents 
tbe formation of sugar, by prolonging 
tbe period of growth and preventing 
a normal maturity. 
In our mauka virgin soils, tbe nitro- 


gen content ia found to be almoaj, 
three times greater than in the low 
land virgin soils. Tbe rainfall upon 
the average of the mauka lands, so 
far as the data in band show, l« not 
quite twice tbat of the makai landa. 
Bains bring down nitrogen in tbe 
forms of ammonia or nitric acid from 
tbe air into the epll, and tbia is a great 
soufpe of available nitrogen. If now- 
ever, the ammonia and nitrates eon 
talued in rain are tbe only source of 
nitrogen which plants, make use of it 
10 difficult to explain how it Is tbat 
the nitrogen found in upper lauds \» 
even more than three times greater 
than tbat of tbe low lands, whilst tbe 
rainfall of the upper lands ia Dot qutie 
twice as much as (bat of tbe makai 
lands. Moreover, it has been shown 
in the report on soils that frbe waste 
of nitrogen from the upper lands is 
very notable by reason of (he heavy 
rainfalls, muob of which goes direct 
to the ocean, whilst there it still the 
smaller waste to be Included which, 
proceeds from surface vegetable tie* 
composition. 
These considerations 


appear to suggest that, In addition to 
the nitrogen wbicb has been taken up 
from the soil, by means of the greater 
vegetable activity upon the upper 
lands, caused by the greater rainfall, 
Home free nitrogen has beeu taken 
from the air and used by vegetation. 
Tbe grasses, weeds and trees upon the 
upper lands are not the kinds which 
experiments have shown to be great 
uotrogen gatherers; but this circum- 
stance only suggests, further, that 
probably tbe abstraction of tbe free 
nitrogen from tbe air is a constant 
process of vegetation universally, but 
in most instances the amount of ab- 
straction is so minute and the rate so 
slow that experiment*, so far, bave 
not detected it. At this time, bow 
ever, we bave no need to consider at 
length tbe secondary sources of nitro- 
gen, all of wbicb element I consider 
came orgmally from tbe nitrogen of 
tbe atmosphere, as certainly does tbe 
element carbon ; aud we are Interested 
In speaking of a few well known 
plants tbat are believed to be special 
gatherers of nitrogen from the air, aud 
are valuable green fertilizers 


Professor Maxwell, at this point, 


_ i"e some extremely Interesting data 
showing tbe effect of sea spray upon 
the obarac er of the cane, and then 
spoke of phosphoric acid aa follows 
Phosphoric Acid.—Phosphorus, tbe 


vital e<emetit of this acid, Is a con- 
stant constituent of vegetable organ 
isms 
It Is present in some kinds of 


albuminoids and Invariably, in some 
proportion, In plant oils and fats 
During l he course o a long study of 
the functions of phosphorus in plant 
and animal life I found that tbe phoi* 
phorus present In the mineral form 
as phosphate passed Into plants, where 
it was chiefly found In the composition 
of the vegetable fats 
Further, in the 


hen's egg, where these phosphoric 
fata are present In large amounts, the 
phosphorus, during tne batching of 
the f Kg went out of the fata aud oack 
again to bone phosphate, where It was 
found In the hones of the chicken 
These movement,- of the element in- 
dicate to ua how vital It may be lo 
urowth, ar>d we, perhaps, shall not. 
fully appreciate tbe value of the phos 
phorlo acid In fertilization u n t i l we 
better understand the physiological 


character of its action. I fully be- 
lieve this. lu concluding tbe repor 
on fertilization, Professor Maxwel 
referred to tbe business features of tb< 
subject as follows: 
In the tteleotlon and purchase of the 
great elements of fertilization tha 
have been considered there are certain 
purely economic or commercial con- 
siderations to which a word requires 
to be given. Nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash, like sugar or iron 
bave definitely understood market 
values, which depend upon the com 
pounds in wbicb these elements are 
present 
Fur example, nitrogen, per 


pound may be said to be most valu- 
able as ammonia sulphate, next as 
nitrate, aud very variable in the dif- 
ferent organic manures. When a fer- 
tilizer is purchased tbe amounts ol 
these elements should be determined 
and the data taken to calculate tbe 
chemical value. It is strictly neces- 
sary, however, tbat tbe formation 
which these elements are contained 
in a mixed fertilizer should be stated 
in order to assess its value, and enable 
us to say the soils and climatic condi 
tlons in which it should be ua»d. The 
examination our "soils" has shown us 
that fertilizers must be applied; and 
our present introductory consider- 
ations on "fertilizations" indicate to 
what extent the mode of application 
is controlled by the season, location 
and climatic conditions.

AFTEKNOON SESSION. 


F. M. Swanzy, tbe new president,

had been appointed. Commissioner 
Marsden told of what had been done 
In tbe matter of preserving the forests, 
touched on numerous needs in that 
line and otherwise furnished valuable 
and interesting data. His report was 
listened to with marked attention on 
the part of tbe members, aud at the 
conclusion of bia paper loud applause 
was given. L<ck of space prevents a 
more full account of the commission- 
er's paper. 
In commenting on the suggestions 


enumerated in Commissioner Mars- 
den's report, Mr Schaefer said he felt 
•sure the Government took great in- 
terest in tbe matter of preserving the 
forests. President Dole had inquired 
Into the matter when on bla Visit to 
Hawaii. Tbe chief executive had in- 
formed him that tbe Government was 
willing to appoint a commission to 
deal with the subject. The speaker 
referred to sections on tbeTblg Island 
tbat had been fenced and Improved, 
much of the work having been done 
by private capital. Unless some step* 
were taken itr tbe near future, much 
damage would result to several cfls- 
triote oo.tbe {eland of Hawaii. 
Several gentlemen ma^e remarks 
touching the matter under dfagoiaipn, 
be consensus of opinion showing that 
aorne action must be taken fp the 
premises, and that* toq, as soon as 
possible. President E}wan?y thongqj) 
tbe Government made a mistake ip 
leasing mauka land*for ratalng oqffee. 
In ordet to rai»e coffee tbegrqwe^f 
were compelled to clear the forest*; 
the timber lands were valuable tq 
cqgar raisers aa windbreaks. 
He 


favored asking tbe Government to be 
more careful in itsuipg leases for cof- 
fee culture. 
By request Prof. Maxwell spoke of a 
recent visit made to Hamakna, $b- 
bala ana HI><> diatnote. He was very 
muob surprised to find so muob, dean 
timber rotting on tbe grqpnd; the 
sight was aometblpg awful in his 
escalation. 
Inveftlgation 
preyed 
that the rainfall bad materially de- 
creased, ma nly on account of the for- 
ests being denuded i cattle had beep a 
chief factor ip destroying both £he 
limber and undergrowth- Water *** 
the chief fertilizer of these Jalapd,?, 
and uulew care was taken in preserv- 
ing tbe supply, serious results would 
follow tbe produptloa of o%ne. He 
considered |JI}o the post important 
water point of the islands. 


W. M. Giffard belayed U expedient 
tbat committees be appointed fa tb,p 
several district*, whose duties ebon Id 
be to look into tbe water supply and 
preservation of fpreats. 


FERMENTATION OF SUOABS. 


As a result of Prof. Maxwell's trip 


10 tbe sugar plantations a moat care- 
ful and complete report on fermenta- 
tion of sugars bad been prepared, 
wbiuh was read by tbe director In 
order to collect information bearing 
on tbe subject a series of questions 
was prepared aud delivered -tfc the 
various agents, who sent copies to 
each of tbe plantations from ^rbioh 
depreciated sugars bad been received,, 
wblch, with the professor's obaerva 
tious, enabled a conclusive statement 
•*> be made upon tbe subject. Prof. 
Maxwell's paper dwelt upon the de 
predated polarlscope Tests, which was 
nainiy caused by fermentation. He 
1 escrltied the various mills visited oy 
him and gave tbe causes of the depre- 
ciation much attention. Comparing 
tbe tests m«de at the plantations and 
at San Francisco a considerable dlf- 
erence was noticeable, chiefly 
in 


-ugar- of Nt). 1 grade. Reference was 
made to other grades, sbowiug gains 
and losses by reboillug, etc 
Di-cussion of Prof Maxwells paper 


brought out many facts and theories 
regarding the manufacture of various 
grades of sugar. 
Chemist Crawley 
nade a few remarks about tbe meth 
ods employed in Louisiana and at 
other places, which showed plainly 
hat the gentleman hail had much 
valuable experience in that branch of 
sugar-making 
He tbougnt a proper 


solution of tbe question of fermenta

PRAY FOR PARDON. 


Political Prisoners Ask for Execu- 


tive Clemency—Meeting Today. 
A special meeting of the Council 


of State was held Tuesday to "con- 
sider numerous petitions for clem- 
ency for political prisoners. The 
session lasted for several hours, but 
no decision was reached. Applica- 
tions for pardon were received from 
W. H. Rickard, J. F. Bowler, W. T. 
Seward, C. T. Gulick, J. W. Bipi- 
kane and a number of Hawaiians, 
the latter supplemented by a peti- 
tion signed by some 400 of that 
nationality. It was concluded to 
act upon the applications singly. 
Several of the Hawaiians prayed 
for consideration and expressed re- 
gret for the part played by them in 
the late uprising. 


The merits of the petitioners were 


discussed at length, and the Coun- 
cil adjourned without action. An- 
other meeting will be held today, 
when definite action will be decided 
on.

Since the 
escape of the three men from the 
ilantations mentioned, they had 
«en fishing to make a living. As 
the Japanese 
officer approached 


the crowd they arose of one accord 
and came toward him. 
Toma ask- 


ed them for their names, but re- 
ceived fictitious ones for his trou- 
ble. 
He then told them their 


names and said it would be better 
for them to make a clean breast of 
the whole matter, as the facts re- 
garding them were well known. 
Thus confronted, 
they made no 


further attempt at concealment 
and surrendered themselves. On 
the morning train Tuesday they 
were brought to the city.

•rtiole to an Aiaerloau newspaper about 
Halloween last year declared himselt 
i*'very maob impressed by the almost 
universal observance of Halloween and 
its old customs in America.'' He added 
that the forms most taken by the observ- 
ance of the nigh there were, and equal- 
ly to his interest, rather Sootch-Iriab 
than TBpgHah. 
Farther on he says that 


"Halloween has always been and still

is the feast of the year, when gentle 
and simple meet and enjoy themselves 
together, irrespective of social barrier 
and caste, so rigorously observed on 
other occasions." 


This view of Halloween will perhaps 


be entirely new to a majority of those 
who read this writing. Halloween is 
observed in the United 'States; to be 
rare, and perhaps in some parts of the 
country with some of the same super- 
stition that marks its observance among 
those who dwelt on the British isles, 
bat this is rarely the fact among those 
of the "old time American stock. "This 
is especially true "of those descended 
from the {taritans. Those sturdy old 
iconoclasts oast out all sorts of belief 
regarding saints' days and pagan festi- 
vals, incrndlhg eves Christmas and the 
Eastertide, in their prohibition of cele- 
brations that savored of either the Bo- 
man church or fhe Druids. Tbe observ- 
ance of Halloween is a mixture of 
both, and I have no doubt that there 
are many thousands in the United 
States, some of whom will read these 
words, who were In aa dense ignorance 
of Halloween in their'^childhood as 
was a business man of one of our 
largest cities with whom I conversed 
the o£her day* 


"I never heard of Halloween at all 


when t was a boy." said this man. "I 
never heard of Blaster either until I 
was 17~or 19. Full Knowledge of both 
did not come to nWtiU I 'went away to 
•chool' with money I had earned work- 
ing in the hayflejd and the apple or- 
chard, and then I read their history in 
the 'Book of'Days.' But I Tmew all 
about Pass (X used to spell it Poos) and 
cabbage night. I used to bide eggs in 
the haymow for days, waiting for the 
first,' and the standing cabbages and the 
•winging gates of the neighbors used fo 
naffer oa the second, I tell you." 


Cabbage night I That's the title the 


American boy applies to Halloween. 
And a right lusty, sturdy savage the 
American boy ia like to be on that night 
limns! be confessed that the joys of 
cabhajge night, 'it* Deathless exertions 
and runnings here and there In the dark- 
ness, its pulling of balls and" knocking 
at doors, it* lifting and lugging of gates, 
its stretching of topes, across pa|ha to 
trip the unwary, all seem rather flat 
and silly to the map whose hair Is get- 
ting gray and who is beginning to be 
fat or rheumatic or perhaps both. But 
they weren't flat and silly some 90 or 
8b jean ago, were they, old fellow? Do 
yon remember what fan yon bad stealth- 
ily tying two cabbages to peaoon El- 
lis' front door knob on cabbage night 
in 1867 or 1868? How you then knock- 
ed at the door and dodged behind the 
big cherry tree in the yard where Tom 
Caters was hidden before yon? How 
yon then saw the young theological stu- 
dent, who was "aettin up" with the 
deacon's pretty niece, when he opened

the door? How be was so angry when 
he saw the joke that he began to say 
Bomothing that sounded very much like 
a "big, big D?" How yon snickered BO 
loud that be beard yon, and darting out 
into the darkness caught yon both and 
dragged you into the parlor, where he 
stood you, nearly helpless with mortifi- 
cation, before his sweetheart, preached 
you a little sermon, smiling the while, 
which sounded very funny to the young 
lady, but very serious to you? And how 
at the windnp he confessed that he bad 
Mmafllf done auch things when he was 
a boy, but thought them rude and sug- 
gested that in future you spend Hallow- 


een going about restoring unhinged 
gates to their own and the commission 
of other similar good deeds? 


If that r«n>mi8ceuco bo not one of 


yours, tbeu one somewhat similar prob- 
ably is uiileas you were a city boy, aa I 
«on not. I suppose there in uo doubt 
thut town born Iflds havu quite as uiuoh 
lull in their weak way au<) maimer as 
country lads, but I must confer I have 
uever been able to understand how 


It is not putting it inaccurately, I 


imagine, to bay that Halloween, ob- 
served according to the methods that 
are time honored across the ocean, is a 
new institution, comparatively speak- 
ing at least, In America. It was brought 
here by settlers who came latter than 
the Puritans, by immigrants who came 
to better their condition and not for 
liberty of conscience. In some sections 
where the population is largely made 
up of this latter element the old Eng- 
lish, Scotch and Irish legends undoubt- 
edly obtain, yet it is extremely doubt- 
ful if there is one-tenth of the Hal- 
loween superstition anywhere in the 
United States that exists in the mother 
country unless it is among the negroes 
of the south, where, since the extreme 
observances of the occasion resemble 
those of the "voodoo doctors'^so close- 
ly, it has been completely assimilated 
into the system of superstitions held by 
the children of Africa. 


A sort of half belief in Halloween 


superstition has been widely dissemi- 
nated by the boarding schools of the 
land, and it is safe to assume that there 
is far more of Halloween observance 
among- the children and young folks of 
the rich and well to do than among 
those whose parents work for wages 
throughout the land. It is quite cus- 
tomary nowadays for parents to plan 
Halloween parties for their children, at 
which many of the sports of the season 
are entered into. 


Bobbing for apples, throwing apple 


peelings over one's shoulder to see what 
initials the peelings will form, pouring 
melted lead into water for a similar 
purpose and the like are favorite diver- 
sions at these little parties. As diversions 
they are harmless, but in all seriousness 
the inculcation of Superstitions at Hal- 
loween, or any other time, for that mat- 
ter, should be avoided, for the human 
creature is desperately inclined to be 
superstitions, no matter how modern, 
and there is nothing more torturing 
in life than to be a victim of some be- 
lief in the significance of omens and 
signs and presentiments, even if the vic- 
tim knows in his inmost heart that 
there is nothing at all to justify such 
belief. 


As a study the folklore of Hallow- 


een is most interesting. 
The origin of 


the observance is unmistakably Druid-

ioal, and, although the date was shifted 
to that of All Souls' night when Chris- 
tianity usurped heathenism among the 
Teutons, the Anglo-Saxons and the Celts, 
there is nothing about its legends and 
ceremonies that does not savor of the 
pagan. Pulling the kail (or cabbage) to 
find if one's spouse to be will be stout 
or lean is one, and 
from this no 


doubt came thq hilarious phantasies of 
the American cabbage night Hazel nuts 
and chestnuts play an important part in 
English Halloween observances. 
Tbe 


poet Gray tells of this most delightful, 
ly in these lines: 
Two haiet nntn I threw Into the flame. 
And tvrach ntit I^JIVB n BvvtjuthuiU'l/s nzu&e. 
This with the loudest bounce me oare amazed. 
That in a flame of brightest color blazed. 
As blazon nut so may thy paaalon grow, 
For 'twas thine own that did 90 brightly glow. 


In the old days it was believed that 


witches did travel abundantly on Hal- 
loween. The fairies, too, did then dis- 
port themselves most friskily, and spells 
then worked that worked no other night. 
The burning of bonfires was general in 
Wales and Scotland on Halloween, and 
lads and maybe lasses, too, then went 
out masked and dressed in garments of 
quaint design. 


There were also many games on Hal- 


loween in other times of which noth- 
ing is preserved, save in tradition. 
Some of these games were such as would 
not be admissible now, for the refine- 
ment of those old days was much less 
than that of today, no matte; how they 
may have excelled the present in other 
directions. Those games which had for 
their object the discovery of a future 
husband's or wife's identity were nat- 
urally most popular. Here is a recipe 
foi securing an answer to the question 
supposed to be most important to every 
girl It 13 from an ancient publication, 
entitled "The True Fortune Teller-"
